Well Drillers Given O.K. 
To Search For Water 


Showers Brighten Crop 
Picture In Large Area 


At the regular July meeting of 
the Town of Vulcan council, the 
mayor and secretary were author¬ 
ized to sign a contract with the 
water well drilling firm of Hen¬ 
ning and Karl for the drilling of 
wells and the purchase of water 
if the drilling program Is success¬ 
ful. 

Charles Fulton and Richard 
Hammer, representing the Vulcan 
Golf & Country Club, interviewed 
council regarding reduction ot the 
taxes on the golf club house. Coun¬ 
cil Informed the delegation that 
no reduction in taxes could be 
made. The golf club representat¬ 
ives then requested that the ,$1,000 
advanced to the town from the 
club to finance the water and sew¬ 
er extensions be repaid. Council is 
to investigate the matter. 

A report that some school class¬ 
rooms in Vulcan had inadequate 
lighting was discussed and it was 
decided to ask the town represent¬ 
ative on the county school com¬ 
mittee to attend town council 
meetings. 

Council decided to give town 
employees a five percent wage in¬ 
crease effective July 1 and to 
raise the secretary’s salary by $50 
a month.

Heavy Fine Paid 
In Police Court 

Of the 51 complaints on Vulcan 
police files for June, 23 resulted 
in court cases heard by Magis¬ 
trate Wm. Shields. Seven cases in¬ 
volving misuse of liquor appeared 
and eight violations of the Ve¬ 
hicles and Highway Traffict Act, 
involving speeding, no lights and 
careless driving, etc., were dealt 
with. 

The latest appearance in court, 
this time at Vulcan, of Joseph Sul¬ 
livan of Calgary, cost him $325 
before he was through. $200 was 
assessed for impaired driving, an¬ 
other $100 came from driving 
while disqualified and a further 
charge of illegal possession of liq¬ 
uor cost him $25. He also lost his 
licence for driving anywhere in 
Canada for three years. The ac¬ 
cused is 27 years of age. 

Three local persons were fined 
$10 each for entering the swim¬ 
ming pool after hours. On the 
Pool subject, the fatal accident at 
the pool last June has resulted in 
checks by police of all vehicles 
found on the streets near the 
pool after midnight and also sev¬ 
eral checks are being made of the 
pool itself. 

Businessmen are warned about 
the potential dangers of leaving 
doors to stores open at night. 
Two such casees were found on 
late checks by police. 

Three dogs were destroyed by 
Vulcan police during the month 
of June. 

Several town homes are being 
watched as a safety precaution by 
police while owners are on holi¬ 
days. Residents planning to be a- 
way from town during holidays 
are invited to inform police of the 
time of their absence so that 
their property may be included in 
the regular round of inspection.

Heavy showers fell over a large 
part of the county on Sunday and 
will help fill crops in the areas re¬ 
ceiving the welcome moisture. 

In Vulcan, showers in the early 
morning and late afternoon tot¬ 
alled six-tenths of an inch. The 
showers did not extend south much 
past Kirkcaldy or east past Reid 
Hill but most of the area west and 
north of town received at least 
one-half inch of rain. 

Again, on Monday, about one- 
half inch of rain was received over 
a large part of the county in a 
four-hour shower Monday evening. 

The moisture will be of great 
help in filling crops and in many 
cases means the difference be¬ 
tween "no crop’’ and 10 to 15 
bushels per acre.

Markings at the intersection 
were made during the presenta¬ 
tion of the Board’s delegation to 
the Highways branch of the Prov¬ 
incial Government some time ago, 
to which answer has been re¬ 
ceived from the office of L. H. 
McManus, Deputy Minister o f 


Highways. 

Main point of difference be¬ 
tween the corrective measures 
suggested by the government of¬ 
ficials and that of the Board of 
Trade is in the handling of traffic 
into town from the south and east. 
The engineer’s proposal is to run 
a left turn lane from the south— 
to be protected from traffic from 
the north — from which traffic 
could enter the access road into 
town. 

A prime purpose In having the 


air photo taken was to point out 
the extreme angle involved in 
taking traffic from the south 
(left in the photo) into the nar¬ 
row neck of lead-off road. 

The Board is hopeful of getting 
a partial ring-road carrying a 
lane o f Vulcan - bound traffic 
from the south in a curved ap¬ 
proach beginning some distance 
south of the junction and coming 
in from the bottom of the picture 
to lead in at right angles to High¬ 
way 23.

At a meeting of the retail bus- 
ines section of the Vulcan District 
Board of Trade, held last Saturday 
morning, it was decided that Sat¬ 
urday, Sept. 23, would be the most 
suitable date for such an event 
this year. 

Tentative plans call for every 
merchant having shopping specials 
for that day, with most also plan¬ 
ning free merchandise draws. 

Entertainment for young and 
old was discussed and preliminary 
plans made for a free afternoon 
show for the children along with 
free ice cream and hot dogs, a free 
street dance at night, free golf in 
the morning, a display of antique 
cars, fashion show of oldtime and 
modern dresses, and two concerts 
by a brass band—one in ,t '° after¬ 
noon and one in the early evening.

It was not until 1918 of T9 that 
weeds began giving trouble and 
there were still no grasshoppers at 
that time.

Mrs. Louist> Crowd is McDonald, 
aged 68, died in Vulcan on July 15 
following a heart attack. She had 
just returned to her farm home in 
the Alston district following a long 
holiday in New Zealand.

Pheasant and Fish 
‘Farms’ Proposed? 

A petition from the Medicine 
Hat Fish A Game Association re¬ 
garding proposed provincial gov¬ 
ernment legislation to allow estab¬ 
lishment of commercial game and 
fish farms has been received by 
local F & G president Bill Holton 
for consideration. 

According to the Medicine Hat 
petition, signed by president Colby 
Reesor, the government either has, 
or is going to in the coming ses¬ 
sion, enact legislation which would 
permit individuals to go into the 
providing of enclosed land holding 
pheasants and charging hunters to 
go in and shoot. To this the Assoc¬ 
iation objects. 

Something similar is being done 
in Eastern Canada where persons 
own "farms” on which they raise 
their own birds and have an en¬ 
closed area into which the birds 
can be placed. Hunters are then 
charged a price per bird or per 
shoot to go in with their shot¬ 
guns. The same basis would apply 
to the person setting up a pothole 
fish farm. 

Those Fish & Game members 
contacted locally have felt opposed 
to the idea of commercializing 
sport, but more information is 
needed from both sides of the pic¬ 
ture.

Our best selling steers weighed around the 1050 mark and 
topped at $19.80. The heifer market was stronger with a top 
of $17.90. In order to get into the higher price bracket, heifers 
have to weigh better than 875. Good cows $12.50 to $13.70. Bulls 
$16.00 to $13.70. Our lighter steers and heifers are selling down 
the line regardless of finish. Our advice Is to keep your Cattle 
until they fall into the proper weight channel, even if you have 
to buy some feed. The export trade is showing some interest 
and possibly will get better. We sold a couple of loads of feeder 
steers weighing between 500 and 600 for export at $17.50 to 
$19.70. Light feeder heifers sell from $15.00 to $17.00. Heavy 
feeder heifers are hard to move. We can’t see the beef market 
being anything but steady or even better providing we remem¬ 
ber that beef must be well finished and conditioned. Our pack¬ 
er buyers don’t like any signs of grass. Beef cows and calves 
are hard to sell unless the cow is carrying enough flesh to 
interest the packer, and her calf for veal.

races on tne /Alaska Highway 

In its Saturday edition, The Edmonton Journal 
took another run at justifying its thesis that Canada 
should pave the Alaska Highway alone as a matter of 
national self-respect. 

The Journal’s case is based on its contention that 
the highway is primarily of benefit to Canada and any 
benefits accruing to the United States are incidental. 

In so saying, the Edmonton daily has shown a 
total disregard for the facts of the situation, demon¬ 
strating anew that armchair quarterbacking from a 
distance is a hazardous occupation. 

What are the facts? „ 

In the first place the Alaska Highway, at this mo¬ 
ment, is the sole land link between the new state of 
Alaska and the continental United States. Since Alaska 
became the 49th state, the highway has become more 
important to the national interests of the U.S. 

Fully as much freight tonnage bound for Alaska 
is wheeled over the Alaska Highway as is destined for 
northern Canadian points. Probably more. On a year- 
round average the number of U.S. cars using the high¬ 
way probably outnumbers Canadian cars five to one. 

Yet, the Journal would have us believe that the 
U.S. has no real stake in the Alaska Highway. 

The fact is, the United States itself has made 
plain the importance is attaches to the highway. One 
of the recommendations coming out of a two-year 
study of Alaska’s transportation needs is the Alaska 
Highway be paved. The clear implication is that the 
U.S. recognizes that both it and Canada have a mut¬ 
ual interest in the highway, and is willing to pay part 
of the cost of enhancing the investment. 

We don’t suggest for one moment that we, as Can¬ 
adians, should sit back and urge Uncle Sam to pay the 
whole bill. If that were to be the attitude, then, indeed, 
the question of national self-respect could be legiti¬ 
mately raised. 

But the fact is, and it is one that nobody should 
conveniently overlook, both nations have a stake in 
the Alaska Highway and its improvement will be vastly 
beneficial to both. As in any business proposition, it 
seems reasonable that the partners should share in the 
cost in proportion to the benefits they expect to re¬ 
ceive. 

There are plenty of questions on which we can 
reasonably and legitimately stand on national pride. 
The paving of the Alaska Highway isn’t one of them.
